Specifically, it's about Class II machines in casinos. I spoke to Jim 
Cason about this some time ago. About ten years ago the National 
Indian Gaming Commission passed a regulation to upgrade 
technology in Class II machines. The reg was then delayed twice 
in a ten year period, then in December NIGC decided to 
permanently water down the reg. This allows ancient technology 
to still be used in hundreds (maybe thousands) of machines.
